“smash the British Empire” has been 
established in Berlin. Cash and pro- 
paganda are’ the chosen , weapons: 
Any shortage of the former is com- 
pensated by the abundance of the 
latter. : 

Hitler has assembled a committee of 
“experts”? whose job it is to think ou! 
likely schemes for disrupting the 
Empire. The German Foreign Office 
and the external department of the 
Gestapo have pooled their resources in 
furtherance of the plan. 

An opening broadside in this new 
campaign was fired over the short-~ 
Wave radio at the “ladies and gentle- 
men of the Far East.” It took the form 
of an harangue by a “guest from In- 
dia who has been living for some time 
in Germany.” Listeners had to wait 
patiently while. he repaid this hospi- 
tality by extolling the Fuehrer. 

“Hear Hitler and learn from him,” 
urged this Nazi Indian. Then, having 
lavished extravagant praise . on his 
hosts, he launched into the. expected 
denunciation of Britain’s “exploita- 
tion” of India. - . 

Such‘ propaganda is cheap. The 
experts of the ‘“smash-the-Empire” 
G.H,Q. will find it less easy. to carry 
out, the second part of the:task which 
Hitler has laid upon them. They are 
to launch movements of disaffection. 
When started, these are to be financed 
from: Berlin—if the war nearer home 
leaves. any money to spare. 

At present the Nazis are bending 
their efforts on India, Palestine and 
Eire. They are also reported to be 
working hopefully on: South Africa 
and Malta. aoe

Since a German peace move failed 
several weeks ago no progress what- 
soever has been made 
toward establishing the basis 
of sound peace, In this 
fact is found the explanation of why 
little or no confidence is placed in the 
current so-called peace move. . 

The fundamentals which brought on 
the war—referring to the one between 
Germany on one side and Britain and 
France on the other—are precisely 
where they were and what they were 
when the democratic allies flatly re- 
fused to buy peace at the price of 
surrender of the principles for which 
they entered the fight. 

The only factors which could give 
Berlin hope that the London-Paris 
attitude might have changed are ‘the 
factors of the record of ship sinkings 
and the factor of a new war. 

German sea raiders and mines have 
taken a rather. heavy toll in ships 
destroyed, but there is absolutely 
nothing to suggest that the allies are 
anywhere near admission of defeat in 
this connection. On the contrary they 
quite evidently feel that they are 
making real progress in the sea war, 
that they are gaining ground in the 
drive against submarines, that their 
blockade against German shipping is 
having telling effects and that the 
balance sheet is in their favour. They 
do not deny that they have taken 
losses, that they are continuing to do 
so, but they consider that their win- 
nings outweigh their losses. 

It is beginning to look very much

MINESWEEPERS AT 
WORK: DANGEROUS 


London, Nov. 30. 


When the Great War ended the 
Navy had 740 ships manned by 60,000 
officers arid men employed in mine- 
sweeping. Now it has already hun- 
dreds of ships engaged in this work 
and the number increases daily. The 
craft range from units of the Mine- 
sweeping Service proper, which was 
a pre-war branch of the Navy, to 
trawlers, drifters, yachts, and paddle- 
boats brought in since war began. The 
crews of minesweeping craft are large- 
ly drawn from men of our fishing fleets 
who were trained to the work in 
peace-time by serving” instructional 
periods in the naval minesweeping 
flotillas, Consequently, these fine sea- 
men-—and there is none better for this 
particular job--have a_ specialized 
l'nowledge of the task upon which sey. 
are engaged. 


WELL TRAINED 


Because of the steady expansion of 
minesweeping flotillas, additional per- 
sonnel has to be provided for them. 
Men are being recruited from the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve and 
from other who have “joined up for 
the duration.” All crews for mine- 
sweeping craft are trained at a school 
which teaches everything about sea 
mines and sea mining, and no officer 
or man is sent to a minesweeper until 
he is fully competent to do duty in 
her. And he has quite a lot to learn, 
for sweeping up and destroying enemy 
mines is a dangerous job and not one 
for the uninstructed. 

It was at the suggestion of the late 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford that 
the Navy’s Minesweeping Service was 
founded. At the beginning the or- 
dinary trawl of the fisherman was 
used; now, the apparatus which the 
sweeping craft employ to locate and 
destroy mines is an_ elaborate affair, 
and has to be skilfully handled. © 


GERMAN PRACTICE 


During their course of schooling of- 
ficers and men learn all about depth 
charges und minelaying as_ well as 
minesweeping. Mines can be laid at 
a predetermined height above the sea 
bed and made to rise to their floating 
distance at oa predetermined 
time. Under The Hague 
Convention all mines are = sup- 
posed automatically to become safe 
when they break adrift. Ours are so

Sir John Simon has reveal- 
ed that the war is costing 
Britain £6,000,000 a day. 
What can be done with such 
a sum? Here are some of the 
ways in which this money 
could be used in peacetime:

Minesweeping is done in two days. 
Either two ships haul a “sweep” (or 
trawl) between them, or a single ship 
throws out a “sweep” which is kept in 
such a position by kites that the swee- 
per can go round a minefield in much 


the same way as a reaping machine’ 


goes round a field of corn. When two 
ships are working together it is im- 
portant that they should maintain sta- 
tion accurately. If one gets ahead of 
the other there is a danger that a mine 
picked up in the trawl may slide in 
upon the rearmost ship and destroy it. 


DAWN PATROL 


Daily from nearly all our seaports a 
number of minesweepers put to sea at 
dawn. Once they are clear of the 
harbour a signal flutters from the 
mast-head of the leading vessel. In 
response to it odd numbered ships veer 
a barricoe astern on a grass line. The 
ship next astern of them noses up 
alongside, picks up' this barricoe, and, 
hauling away the grass line, brings 
the sweep wire aboard where it is put 
on a slip, Each pair of vessels opens 
out to “sweeping distance” apart, tak- 
ing care to maintain perfect station. 
When the vessels are in position an- 
other signal is made by the senior 
officer’s ship, and the kites, which keep 
the sweep wire at the right depth 
beneath the surface of the water, are 
lowered astern of every vessel, Each 
pair then turns off to sweep the area 
alloted to it for patrol; well knowing 
that the day’s work will be long und 
rough and-risky, for there is always 
the possibility of a sweeping craft 
bumpnig a mine and being blown up.

He joined up early in the last 
war, fought through it, rose..to the 
rank of major, and was mentioned 
in dispatches. t 

That war broke into his” career. 
It came after his first year at Ox- 
ford. With the coming of peace, he 
returned to Oxford and became the 
first post-war President of the Ox- 
ford Union. 


It was then that he first showed

IN FLEET STREET 
Mr. Hore-Belisha qualified as a

list in Fleet Street. ‘He became 
Liberal M.P. for Devonport in 1923, 
He worked hard. Parliament and 
the public soon became aware of his 
energy. Yet he was,never too busy 
to neglect any interest of his con- 
stituents, . — 

The people of Devenport still re- 
member a little kindness he did for 
one of their men. One evening in 


1928, Mr, Hore-Belisha heard a dock- 


yard worker sing and ddnce in a 
local public-house.. He was 
struck by his. ability and 
obtained for him an audition in the 
West End of London. In a few weeks 
the man was acting in a successful 
revue. : 

In 1931 Mr. Hore-Belisha became 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade. A year later he was Fin- 
ancial Secretary to the Treasury. 
In 1934 he became Minister of Tran- 
sport. In 1935. he became .a. Privy 
Councillor. -In May, 1937, he was 


appointed Secretary of State for War, 
As Minister of Transport he proved: 


his mettle: He stirred the country to 
a full realisation of the gravity of 
the traffic problem. His methods 
were unorthodox’ but strikingly suc- 
cessful. With the ubiquitous “Belisha 
Beacon” as a symbol, he pushed 
through reform after reform—each 
one giving new safety to the men 
and women walking and | driving 
about British streets. ap 

, BELISHA BEACON 

Some motorists objected to his 
legislation. At an annual dinner of 
the Institute of Transport, Mr.. Hore- 
Belisha told a story about Mr. L. S, 
Amery’s chauffeur, who declared to 
Mr. Amery, “I wish we did that 


here, sir,” when he ‘heard the news 
of the shooting of certain Japanese 
statesmen. : 

“Why? And who would you start 
with?” asked Mr, Amery. 

“¥Tore-Belisha, sir,” came the bit- 
ter reply. - . : 

But, in spite of sporadic criticism, 
Mr. Hore-Belisha achieved’a type of 
immortality that few statesmen can 
hope for until their work has passed 
into history. When a new inn was 
built at’ Rainham, in Kent, to re- 
place one of which the site was 
taken: over by -the military authori- 
ties, it was named the Belisha Beacon, 
Mr. Hore-Belisha wrote to, the 
innkeeper to say he was “much re- 
freshed” by the idea. ‘ 

To-day Mr. Hore-Belisha controls 
the British Army. 

At 45, he is one of the youngest 
War Ministers in our history. He 
has held office at a difficult time. 

He has had to make decisions vital to 
the Empire’s safety. He has made 
these decisions with courage and 
vigour, ; : 

During his period of office there 
has been tension in Europe, tension 


which has finally ended in war. Bri- 


tain has introduced conscription in 
peace-time, : 
BETTER CONDITIONS 

The army has become a mechanis-, 
ed force, Changes have had to be 
made in its General Staff, All these 
have been carried through by Mr. 
Hore~Belisha. ; 

Never, however, despite the ques- 
tions of high policy with which he 
has dealt, has he forgotten the or- 
dinary Tommy. His constant care 
has been to improve the conditions 
of Army life for the private. ; 

As Minister of War, he has visited 
Militia Camps, Territorial Units, and 
the barracks of the regular soldier. 
Everywhere he has suggested impro- 
vements and had them carried 
through. . 

He and the men immediately un- ° 
der him have had the vast task of 
sending the British, Expeditionary 
Force to France. This was accom- 
plished without a ‘hitch, Mr. Hore- 
Belisha has paid generous tribute to 
the directing officers who»made it 
possible, He deserves much of the 
credit himself.

The King and Queen will take cover 
in public air-raid shelters along with 
the general public if they . are 
caught ouf’in a raid and not within 
easy reach of the Palace. 

That is the answer to the question 
many people have asked when they 
have noted that the King and Queen 
are continuing to attend public func- 
tions. 
Progress in the district's biggest 
war-time task—the provision of .air- 
raid shelters—will be reported to 
Westminster City Council to-morrow. 

Shelters so far provided or ar- 
ranged for by the Council will ac- 
commodate about 161,000 persons. 
Accommodation is being provided in 

vaults under pavements. for 
about 60,000 persons at 
a cost which. is only  frac- 
tion of that incurred in constructing 
trenches or surface shelters. 

In the. Victoria Station area 
there will be alr-raid shelters to 
accommodate nearly 8,000’ people. 
shelters are also to be bullt in 
Grosvenor - gardens, Trafalgar - 

square, Parllament-square and 

Hanover-square. 

Since the war further trench sche- 
mies have been started in Soho-square, 
Leicester-square and Green Park, at 
Hyde Park Corner. In these 17; 000 
persons can shelter. Further schemes 
are being considered. :

There are various methods of 
escaping from a sand trap, pos- 
sibly as many as there are ways 
of getting into one. The latter 
however is much the easier thing 
to do. First flight players even. 
putt and chip out of traps. How- 
ever the two ways _ illustrated 
above are full strokes suitable 
for use in deep traps. ‘Cutting 
under the ball’, is a type of bunker 
shot often employed by Tommy 
Armour. Using a niblick or 
mashie-niblick, Armour lays the 
club well back and cuts just under 
the ball, the clubface edge knif- 
ing through the sand. If the lie 
is exceptionally good, it is possi- 
ble to employ a midiron for this 
shot and. thereby gain consider- 
able distance. 

Where the ball is partially bur- 
jed in the sand the explosion shot 
still ranks as the safest method. 
This shot requires a torceful blow, 
the clubhead -hitting the sand 
back of the ball, digging down as 
it travels forward and exploding 
the sand plus ball above it into 
the air. A firm grip and follow 
through is essential for this shot.

THE DOROTHY ARNOLD 
CASE 


(By VINCENT TOWNE) | 

HRISTMAS night, 1910, the news— 
papers received their first details 

of the most baffling disappearance 
mystery that has vexed the world since 
the kidnapping of Charley Ross. Thir- 
teen days before, on Dec. 12, Dorothy 
Harriet Camille Arnold, daughter of 
' Francis R. Arnold, a wealthy  per- 
fumery importer, at 11.30 A.M., left 


her mother at the family residence, 108 - 


E. 79th St., Manhattan; announcing 
that she was about to visit the Fifth 
Ave. shops in search of a dress. Pro- 
mising to call her mother on the tele 
phone as soon as she found something 
to her taste, she walked from her 
home to Park & Tilford’s store, at 
Fifth Ave. and'59th St., where she 
purchased a pound of candy. Although 
she had from $20 to $30 in her poc- 
ketbook. she had the confection charg- 
ed, 


It was just about noon when she 
left the candy shop. Two hours’ later 
she entered Brentan’s, on 26th St., 
where she bought a volume of hum-— 
orous epigrams, ‘entitled “An Engaged 
Girl’s Sketches.” 


After emerging from the book store 
at 2.45 P.M., she met a young woman 
friend, who congratulated her upon 
her healthful appearance. “I am feel- 
ing fine,” said Miss Arnold, turning 
north. “I am going to walk home 
through Central Park.” That was 
the last trace of Miss Arnold known 
to-her friends or family. She vanish- 
ed “like breath into the wind.” 

She was of a wealthy family, proud 
of its pedigree. Her father traced his 
ancestry direct to the Pilgrims of 
Plymouth Rock. She was 26 years: 
old, about five feet four inches tall 
and weighed 140 pounds, with fair 
complexion, dark brown hair and gray- 
ish-blue eyes. All told, she was a 
girl of striking appearance, the pink 
of delicacy, dignity and refinement, © 

She wore a tailor-made blue serge 
suit, black velvet hat trimmed with 
two silk roses and black fox muff. 
She: was strong and athletic, exten- 
sively traveled and accustomed to go- 
ing about alone. She hada very cul-~ 
tured voice, whose accent was des-~ 
cribed as somewhat like that of a 
French woman. She ‘was a Bryn 
Mawr. graduate with literary _ tastes. 
Lately she had completed a love story 
entitled “Poinsettia Flames,” also some. 
verses, “Lotus Leaves,” which she 
was endeavouring to have published. 

She had very conventional tastes— 
was the last woman in New York who 
would ever elect to go “slumming.” 
She was not interested in the stage; 
settlement work or any fads that 
would take her out of the paths fre- 
quented by conventional people. At 
the time of her disappearance © she 
had out invitations for a tea in honour 
of 60 Bryr Mawr schoolmates. This 
function was to have been given five 
days after she became a memory. _ 

A search of her room showed that 
she had left behind all ofher jewellery 
of value and a large batch of per- 
sonal letters. Everything - indicated 
that her disappearance had not been 
premeditated, Had she planned to 
leave home without taking her parents 
into her confidence, she would pro- 
bably have carried off her jewels in 
order ‘to realise upon them. Had she 
planned suicide, she would not have 
purchased sweetmeats and hum- 
orous epigrams in the moments dir- 
ectly following a last farewell to her 
mother, 7a oe 

Her clothing being of the finest 
quality and bearing the labels of the 
most exclusive modistes, it is incon- 
ceivable that her body could have been 
found without ° exciting notoriety — 
lest the discoveries of her remains 
wished to conceal her fate. Among 
her friends she was known ‘to be 
popular ‘among many men but senti- 
mentally inclined toward none, ‘yet 
the private letters found’ in her room 
disclosed one. romance. She was ap~ 
parently about to become engaged to’ 
George S.. Griscom, Jr. of Pittsburgh, 
a bachelor_of 42, , 

., At first the Arnold family conceal- 
ed “their daughter’s -disappearance 
from the press, but realising the value 
..of newspaper ald in such emergency,

their attorneys gave out a bulletin to 
the reporters. Thereafter, a series of 
conflicting statements and retractions 
served only to deepen the mystery. At 
first they issued the statement that 


‘Mrs. Arnold was ensconced in a Win- 


ter resort awaiting news of her daugh- 
ter, but investigation showed that she 
and her son were in Europe. It was 
stated that Miss Arnold had no love 
affairs, but the reporters confronted 
the family’s attorney with alleged evi- 
dence that she had been carrying on 
a clandestine correspondence with 
Griscom. 

When Mrs. Arnold and her son re- 
turned from Italy, they declared that 
they knew nothing of the Pittsburgh

bachelor, but within a few days 
European correspondents described a 
sensational interview between the Ar- 
nolds and Griscom in a Ftorence hotel, 
where the missing girl’s brother was 
said to have Ixnocked Griscom down 
and to have beaten him soundly. 
Early in February, Griscom came 
back from Europe, announcing that 
his return had been hastened by a 
promise to the Arnolds, whereupon 
the latter declared that they did not 
want his aid and had never solicited 
it. Griscom hastened to Atlantic

This interview provoked from the Ar- 
nolds criticism that sent’ Griscom to 
his. apartment, whither he did” not 
emerge for 34 days. His family. en- 
gaged for . his protection, ‘Roger 
O’Mara, the former chief of police of 
Pittsburgh who had been the guardian 
of Harry Thaw during his troubles, 
No more statements were thereafter 
uttered by Griscom and the mystery - 
deepened, 

In spite of the general belief that 
Miss Arnold was still alive, her family 
went into deep mourning for her. 
Evidence of their .absolute ignorance 
of her whereabouts is the fact that 
their personal attorney travelled as 
far as the Pacific and Gulf coasts to 
interview police and detective author- 
ities and visit sanitarlums and re- 
treats ef all kinds wherein the young 
woman might be hidden. 

Virtually every newspaper in the 
world published her picture and des- 
cription. Both the Old World and the 
new were scoured for evidences of 
her fate. Hundreds of thousands of 
circulars were sent to postmasters and 
police officials everywhere, and her 
picture flashed upon the screens of 
hundreds of photoplay houses.. Her 
parents made several trips to Europe 
in search of her and hundreds of thou 
sands of dollars were spent in trying 
to answer the riddle of her fate.

SPEAKING IN RUSSIAN over the Finnish radio, M. Tanner, 
the Foreign Minister, told M. Molotov, the Soviet For-. 
eign Commissar, that Finland was prepared to continue 
negotiations for a peaceful settlement of the Russo- 
Finnish dispute. 

M. Tanner asked M. Molotov to broadcast his reply whether 
he was prepared to resume the negotiations. 

He added that if no answer comes, or the answer is in the

The Settlement police were 
kept busy all day yesterday as a 
wave of rice riots swept over the 
city. 

Twenty-one Chinese rice shops 
were looted in the Settlement and 
one in the French Concession, and 
there have been over 70 arrests, 

The extent of the loss suffered 

by the shops is not known, In 
many cases they were damaged 
during the rioting. 
- The police were most reluctant 
to use force on the rioters, the 
majority of whom were the poor- 
est class..of men, women and 
children, but in some cases they 
fired into the air in order to dis- 
perse the crowds. 

Most of the riots took place in 

_ the western district close to the 
outside roads area. Some of the 
riots are reported to have been or- 
ganised with a view to creating 
disturbances in the foreign areas.
